The burglaries, part of an abortive 
effort to link the Cesar Chavez-led 
i p?W to^ Communists and radical 
groups, were reported in The Fresno 
Bee in May 1974. At the time, Ducote, - 
speaking anonymously, told a 
reporter hie had been involved in 15 
burglaries, carried out with the 
support and financial backing of two 
prominent California growers. 

Apparently believing the statute of 
limitations had run out, and that he 
therefore could not be prosecuted, 
Ducote took his story earlier this year 
to 'the California Bureau of In- 
vestigation, a division of the State 
Department of Justice. His 
motivation was unclear and depart- 
ment officials declined comment. 

Now, however, law enforcement 
officials say they are investigating 
Ducote for possible violation of state 
laws against possessing or concealing 
stolen property.

arranged for an interview of one of his close friends , Jerry 
Boyes, who he said had important information to furnish. 
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In May 3 1971, Boyes rfiade a complaint to the Referee 
in Bankruptcy, San Jose, California concerning alleged 
improprieties in connection with bankruptcy proceedings 
concerning several companies he had an interest in. Boyes 
was interviewed on two occasions and was unable to furnish 
any specific information with respect to this matter. . His 
attorney was interviewed, and the attorney said he was 
unaware of any basis for the allegations made by Boyes . 

At 5:30 a.m., July 3, 1960, Jerry Boyes telephonically 
contacted the San Francisco FBI Office and said he was 
reluctant to state what he wanted to discuss but that he must 
talk to an Agent personally at once. After a short discussion 
he indicated he was host to a foreign visitor whom he thinks 
is a representative of the Secretary of the Interior to Iran. 
The affair was set up by the Recreation Department for the 
City of San Jose. Boyes* said that after dinner his wife and 
the guest began drinking very heavily and became involved in 
a manner that he did not approve of. He said that he got into 
a fistfight with the guest and broke his fist during the 
fight. . 

Boyes appeared at the Los Angeles FBI Office on 
September 11, 19 7 3 and indicated that his ex-wife is married 
to a man who is a close associate of Angelo Marino, a reported 
Mafia member in the San Jose, California area. 



On March 29, 1971, Boyes appeared at the San Francisco 
FBI Office and advised that he was being squeezed out by 
local politicians which amounted to thousands of dollars . 
Boyes at this time said he was in the business of factory 
producing homes under the name of Unlimited Shelters 
Amalgamated of Santa Clara, California. He claimed he_J_s. 
close a ssociate of "communist hunter" Ken Wilhelm and |

Drive, Los Gatos, California. 

Boyes pointed out by way of background that he 
patented the idea, and later sold through Sears company, the 
"add-a-room" . He said this venture failed, and he later was 
involved in the production of modular homes at Santa Clara, 
California. Boyes said that he was eased out of the company 
into bankruptcy by the U.S. Financial Corporation, which he 
claims is headed up bvl 
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Boyes said that his grandfather subdivided the City 
of Whittier, California, therefore he has been "close" to the 
Nixon family for years. Boyes claimed to be on a first name 
basis with Haldeman and Erlichman, former advisors to former 
President Nixon. 
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Boyes said that he has been close to Ken Wilhelm, 
Republican leader in Santa Clara County , until recently was 
Secretary of the Farm Bureau in Santa Clara County* Boyes 
feels now that information furnished by him to Wilhelm was in 
turn given to the Mafia and the Communist Party.

Boyes claims that he was in Los Angeles during 
October or November, 1973, at which time he made an appoint- 
ment to tell his story to Jack Cox, Administrative Assistant 
to Congressman Barry Goldwater, Jr. He said that Cox did not 
keep the appointment, and he went to the U.S. Secret Service 
in Los Angeles, whereupon he entered an interview room with 
a Secret Service Agent and observed a photograph of the West 
Coast Mafia Family on the wall of the interview room. Boyes 
said the interviewing Agent was identical to one of the 
individuals in the photograph. 

Boyes further indicated that he assisted in the 
settlement of an Army contract at Sharpe Army Depot, Stockton, 
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California 9 and as a result received $5,000. He said that he 
gave $2 800 of that money to Ken Wilhelm, who said he was 
donating that to Congressman Charles Gubser. Boyes said 
that when a list of Gubser ? s contributors was published. 



Boyes ? name did not appear.

Boyes had additional information which the FBI should have' 
immediately. At 4 p.m., January 14, 1974, Boyes appeared at 
the San Jose Resident Agency and exhibited an envelope 
containing an offer from "Kiplinger Newsletter", 
Washington, D,C, offering a trial subscription. Boyes 
pointed out that he wrote a letter to Congressman Barry 
Goldwater, Jr. , and this Kiplinger letter was a signal to 
Boyes that the communists had determined that he was 
corresponding with Congressman Goldwater.

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The following investigation \*as conducted at 
San Jose, California: 

On December 29, 1975, WILLIAM HOFFMAN, Assistant 
District Attorney, Santa Clara County, 234 E. Gish Road, 
advised that he did not have any direct knowledge that 
JEROME DUCOTE had provided documents to any Agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. HOFFMAN advised that he 
first became aware of DUCOTE's activities with respect to 
several burglaries in Delano, California, and his possession 
of stolen documents, approximately two months ago. HOFFMAN 
advised that the statute had run out on the burglaries and 
he was proceeding against DUCOTE for the possession of stolen 
documents. HOFFMAN advised that the persons most familiar 
with this matter and would know if DUCOTE ever made any 
statements that he had turned over documents to the FBI 
were JOHN LILLY of the California State Attorney General's 
Office in San Francisco, California, and BOB McCOLLUM of 
the Santa Clara County District Attorney's Office. 

On December 29, 1975, BOB McCOLLUM, Investigator, 
Santa Clara County District Attorney's Office, 234 E. Gish 
Road, advised that DUCOTE never told him directly that DUCOTE 
had turned over documents to the FBI. McCOLLUM advised tha£ 
as he recalled the documents were given to Western Research 
in Oakland, California. McCOLLUM advised that WALTER KUBaAS^ 
California State Department of Organized Crime and Crinvinal • 
Intelligence Bureau, had originally talked to DUCOTE and 
had obtained a signed statement from DUCOTE pertaining to. the 
burglaries that DUCOTE has been alleged to have been involved 
in and also as to the distribution of the documents taken in 
the burglaries.

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On December 24, 1975, Jerome Joseph Ducote, Inmate, 
Santa Clara County Jail, North County Facilities, Palo Alto, 
California, was interviewed by agents of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. Ducote was advised of the purpose of the inter- 
view, that being rucot.'s supposedly having worked for the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation and turning over documents to 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, these documents being taken 
from numerous burglaries alleged to have been committed by 
Ducote in Delano, California. Ducote was advised of his rights 
by means of a Warning and Waiver of Rights form, which Ducote 
read, stated that he understood, but before signing he wanted 
to telephonically contact his attorney, Thomas Salciccia and 
obtain his okay before doing so. Ducote telephonically con- 
tacted his attorney and on the advice of his attorney, signed 
the Warning and Waiver of Rights form. 

Ducote advised that he has never worked for the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation in any capacity. He advised 
that he did not turn over any documents to agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, nor did he ever meet any 
agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation who were acting 
undercover in any capacity. 



Ducote adyised tha,t on Febxuwy 14 , 19/5 , he met 
with Walter Kubias, California State Department , Organized 
Crime and Criminal Intelligence Bureau, and provided Kubias 
with approximately a ninety-five page statement pertaining 
to his (Ducote T s) involvement in the burglaries of the United 
Farm Worker's Union in Delano, California. Ducote advised that 
at that time, Kubias made him a promise of no prosecution if 
he was to tell everything he knew. Ducote advised that the 
Attorney General T s Office in the State of California apparently 
sat on this matter until October 15, 1975, when it was again 
brought to light. He advised that apparently John Lilly of 
the California State Attorney General's Office took over the 
investigation from Kubias. 
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Ducote advised that during his discussions with 
Kubias he at no time ever mentioned or stated that he was 
employed by the Federal Bureau of Investigation, nor did he 
ever state that he had given documents to agents of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. He further advised that no names 
of FBI agents were evex mentioned in his discussions with Kubias. 

Ducote advised that Western Research, which is 
located in Oakland, California, had sent an agent down to 
review papers that he (Ducote) had in his possession. Ducote 
said that he thought this individual. was from Army Intelligence 
based on the way the person was dressed and his general appear- 
ance. Ducote advised that he had what he believed were two 
meetings with the Central Intelligence Agency (CIA), the first 
being in Washington, D. C. , and the second in San Jose, 
California. He advised that he never directly contacted the 
CIA for these meetings, but that the contact was made by the 
Farmer 1 s Union. Ducote did not comment further on this matter 
inasmuch as he was concerned that it might jeopardize his cur- 
rent position. Ducote advised that he also thought that at 
one time he had met with an Air Force intelligence officer 
with respect to the matter.

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On March 27, 1974, the Civil Rights Division of 
the U. S. Department of Justice was telephonically con- 
tacted by Jerry Cohen, counsel for the United Farm 
Workers Union (UFWU) in California. Cohen related that 
he had been contacted %: a person who provided the name 
Fred Schwartz Who purported to have information that 
three people had, at numerous tinies over the past several 
years, broken into various UFWU offices in California 
as well as offices of other organizations, Cohen received 
the impress ion that Schwartz was fn attorney representing 
one of the persons responsible for the break- ins. Schwartz 
wanted $35,000 for evidence h^f^buld provide linking 
numerous California growers t^lliese break^ins, Cohen 
told the Justice Department that he had met with Schwartz 
on March 25, 1974, in .Bakers field, California, and 
Schwartz provided Cohen with brief glimpses of materials 
reportedly seized. Sch#3£t£' also provided a list of 
such places, including a uf$$- office in Delano called 
the Filipino Hall, which Cohen stated was, in fact, an 
object of an armed robbery in 1973. Cohen stated that 
materials taken at that time were financial records of 
the union and records relating to activities covered by 
the Norris-La Guardia Labor Actfc' Schwartz further related 
that there were checks in existence that would establish 
a financial link between the alleged thieves and the 
growers. Schwartz was extremely anxious to raise the 
$35,000 as his "client^; was supposed to be charged that 
week with fraud by unknown prosecuting authorities. 
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The Civil Rights Division requested that Jerry 
Cohen be interviewed for full details of his contacts 
with Fred Schwartz and that Schwartz be identified.

the direction of two Calfl^rnia growers. Schwartz 
advised he represented a ifi^py^ho was to be indicted. on 
March 29, 1974, for fraud and that he W#$B : thij man a 
favor.

On April 3, 1974, Ducote telephonically contacted 
the FBI at Bakersfield, stating that he was calling from 
San Jose, California, to advise that he would not be able 
to confer with his attorney until April 6, 1974, and would, 
thereafter, make an appointment to be interviewed by the 
FBI at Bakersfield, stating he did not desire to be 
contacted at San Jose, 
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Fresno, California, telephonically contacted the FBI 
at Bakersfield on April 3, 1974, and stated that he had 
made personal contact x^ith Fr&d Schwartz at Burlingame 
on March 28, 1974, at which time Schwartz attempted to 
sell him information concerning 16 burglaries.

Ducote telephonically advised the FBI at 
Bakersfield on April 8, 1974, that -he and his attorney 
were scheduled to confer with Santa Clara County, 
California, Assistant District Attorney Dennis Lempert 
and his attorney had advised fo delay a meeting with . 
the FBI until talks with Lempert are concluded. 

On April 10, 1974, Lempert advised that he had 
a meeting scheduled with Ducote on April 11, 1974, at 
San Jose. He said he had filed numerous grand theft 
charges against Ducote in the past and described Ducote 
as a ,r con man 11 * Lempert advised that he is acquainted 
with Hal Chapman, Ducote *s alleged attorney, and that 
Chapman told him that he was not receiving any money to 
represent Ducote. 

Ducote telephonically contacted the FBI at 
Bakersfield on April 18, 1974, to advise that he was 
then ready to furnish information to the FBI. He said 
his attorney, Hal Chapman, of San Jose, requested that 
he, Ducote, be interviewed at San Jose. He requested 
that Chapman be contacted for an interview date. On 
April 19, 1974, Chapman was contacted at 111 West St. John 
Street, San Jose, at which time Ducote was present. 
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Chapman advised that Ducote had information pertaining 
to the UFWU and had obtained this information as a result 
of working for some people (people not identified) . 
Chapman said Ducote became involved and these people 
backed out, stating that this information is "bigger 
than Watergate". Chapman, at that time, desired to 
have Ducote 7 granted immunity from Federal prosecution 
before divulging the information. Chapman said that 
this information involves politicians and others not 
identified, and he believes that Ducote 's life may 
possibly be in danger. Chapman said he also desired 
immunity for Ducote from local prosecution. 

This information was furnished to the U. S. 
Department of Justice, who advised that Chapman should 
be referred directly to the Civil Rights Division of 
that department concerning the above request for immunity. 

On April 22, 1974, George Baker, reporter for 
t ^ ie Fresno Bee , telephonically advised the FBI at 
Bakers fie Id that he had determined that Fred Schwartz 1 
true name is Jerry Ducote » a resident of Sap Jnsft. ft** 
said he had verified that I lof I 
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I ths bftint uisrtas wtbiisftiiig company, a 
California corporation, and that Robert K. Wilhelm of 
16S2 Park Hills Avenue, Los Altos, California, and Ducote 
were officers of that corporation/ This corporation 
ceased operations, according to Baker, on February 1, 1973, 
for non-payment of taxes. Baker said the Saint Dismas 
Publishing Company only printed one book, which public- 
ation concerned the life of Sol Aulinsky of Chicago, 
Illinois. 

On April 25, 1974, Dennis Lempert was advised 
of Chapman *s concern for Ducote, and he stated* that he 
would be alert for anything that might threaten Ducote f s 
life.. 
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Since possible violations of California statutes' 
were involved in this mattery the Criminal Division of 
the Kern County Sheriff's Office, Baker sfield, California, 
as well as the Delano Police Department, were advised 
of the allegations and information developed concerning 
this matter. 

None of the alleged stolen documents referred 
to above were ever received by the Sacramento Division 
of the FBI, which division covers Bakersfield, California, 
and Ducote was never a "source" or "informant" of the 
Sacramento Division.

SAN JOSE (UPI) - Admitted po- 
litical burglar Jerome Ducote might 
have acted as a triple agent in behalf 
of left-w ing groups, according to a 



statemtelligence agent. 

Walter A. Kubaa, a special agent in 
the intelligence bureau of the state De- 
partment of Justice, gave that testi- 
mony Monday at a preliminary hearing 
before Municipal Judge John Schat& 

Schatz bound Ducote, a former 
Santa Clara County sheriff's detective 
and official of the Young Republicans, 
over to Superior Court to answer 15 
counts of grand theft. He will be ar- 
raigned Jan. 28. The judge delayed his 
decision on whether to take the same 
action on seven counts of receiving 
stolen property. 

Ducote, free on $20,000 bail, admit- 
ted in 1074 that- he was behind political 
espionage against the United Farm 
Workers/Ramparts magazine and 
several antiwar groups.

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Re San Francisco nitel 5/13/76 advising that 
a v^rbatuxa transcript of Santa Clara County Assistant 
District Attorney WILLIAM HOFFMANN testimony on 5/10/76 
would be obtained from Santa Clara County Superior Court. 

A review of the transcripts indicates that 
HOFFMAN inferred in his testimony during a pretrial 
hearing that SAC CHARLES W. BATES lied to him but he 
did not make that statement as set out in San Jose 
newspaper dated 5/11/76, A pertinent part of the testimony 
is set out, "Question: Now, when Mr. MC COLLUM talked to 
Agent SAMPLE, Agent SAMPLE indicated to Mr, MC COLLUM 
that he had received several years ago, approximately 
1967, presumably a mailing list for the San Jose Peace 
Center. Did Mr. MC COLLUM relate that information to 
you? Answer: That's right. Question: That he had 
received this information through an informant? Answer: 
Well, to go back so I can answer your question, Attorney 
General ERIC COLLINS had written the FBI before we ever 
got in the matter about the time we got in it anyway 
before I started doing anything and asked for a specific 
number of statements and any documents of the type taken 
in any of the burglaries from the FBI. They wrote back, 
gave us a synopsis, not any of the statements, which I 
got a copy of, and about the same time I got a letter 
from Mr. BATES which 'incidentally, I don't think any 
of those letters came to me. He writes the boss. I 
write him and he writes the boss, and the boss gives 
Kie the letters. But he said he had none of the documents 
at any time taken in any of the burglaries. I knew that 
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he did have some, so then I wrote him back and told him 
that I knew he had some of the documents . And then he 
said that somebody else stole them for him. The Court: 
Somebody else what? The Witness: Somebody else stole 
them for him. They had an informer or somebody that 
stole them for him; Those were the only from the Peace 
Center in San Jose. Those are the only ones that we 
happen to know he had and he didn't happen to know we 
knew he had* u * 

During an interview by DA Investigator MC_CGLLIiH- 
and Sta te* Investigator JOHN LILLY on 12/1/75, SA 



in an effort of cooperation to resolve innuendoes b7c 
of complicity advised the Investigators that the FBI had 
a mailing list of the San Jose Peace Center from another 
source and would have had no occasion to accept one from 
JERRY DUCOTE known to the FBI as an unreliable individual. 
The San Francisco office later wrote to the District Attorney's 
office and categorically denied receipt or possession of any 
material taken in burglaries conducted by DUCOTE, 

SA SAMPLE testified at the pretrial hearing on 
5/19/76 and the Court record now contains the true facts 
concerning the Peace Center mailing list in the possession 
of the FBI* It is to be noted that HOFFMAN and his staff 
have been obsessed with the notion that the Bureau directed 
DUCOTE 1 s burglaries* 

On 12/5/75 a meeting was held at San Francisco 
including USA JAMES L. BROWNING, Jr., Deputy Attorney 
General ERIC COLLINS, ^nd SAC CHARLES W. BATES, At this 
meeting COLLINS said that he wuld like to have certain 
information from FBI files and that he would direct a 
letter to this office setting out a fo'rmal request. The 
letter from COLLINS dated 12/10/75 was received by the 
San Francisco FBI office on 12/17/75 inasmuch as it was 
directed to USA BROWNING and was eventually fowarded to 
the San Francisco FBI office. 
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By letter dated 1/2/76 a detailed letterhead 
memorandum was furnished Deputy Attorney General ERIC 
COLLINS and Santa Clara County District Attorney LOUIS 
BERGNA* This memorandum contained all pertinent information 
in the files of the San Francisco and Sacramento Divisions. 
Deputy Attorney General ERIC COLLINS then requested original 
serials setting out the information referred to in the LHM 
and upon approval by the Department of Justice all these 
serials were furnished COLLINS and BERGNA by letter dated 
1/29/76. It is to be noted that the first letter fon^arded 
by Assistant District Attorney HOFFMAN to SAC BATES was 
dated 1/2/76, On 12/50/75, DOUGLAS LOGAN, Chief Investigator, 
Santa Clara County District Attorney's Office, telephonically 
contacted Bureau officials in Washington and complained that 
SAC BATES ifas not cooperating, would not furnish requested 
materials , and would not return telephone calls or answer 
letters which is all false. During the course of this 
investigation Assistant DA HOFFMAN has written letters of 
a threatening type asking for certain statements and 
documents that do not exist. 



For the information of the Bureau . t he pretrial 
hearing relative to Defendant I l has been . 

completed and the Judge 1 s decision to dismiss the charges b/c 
requested in the motion made by the Defense Attorney is 
being awaited. The Bureau will be kept advised*

"I don't feel bad about the whole thing. I'm not bitter 
except that the FBI won't step forward and tell the truth I 
feel like I'm taking the whole rap." 

Scherling said he conducted the break-ins with Jerome 
J. "Jerry" Ducote, a 10 year veteran of the Santa Clara 
Sheriff's department. , 

He said the first of 17 break-ins was in late 1966 when 
Ducote and Scherling raided the San Jose Peace Center 

Scherling said he and Ducote were told they were com- 
mitting the burglaries for Western Research Incorporated 
Their contact was a shadowy mystery man named R. Ken 
Wilhelm, "who seemed to have a stockpile of key informa- 
tion." w ." „ 

"Coast Magazine" in a recent article said Western Re- 
search, Incorporated "set up a statewide network of right 
wing informants during the Cold War years. ' ' 

Western Research was also accused in 1963 of snooping 
on 36 college professors who were supportin g the civi l 
rights mavement. GF= ^ 

^fccnening said he was convinced he would be helping the 
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United St ates government and preventing radical groups 
from wreaking havoc on the American political system. 

"Ducote asked me if I'd be interested in doing some 
work for te House Un-American Activities Committee and 
I said all right," said Scherling. "He (Ducote) claimed we 
would have cover for all the jobs/' 

"I basically just opened the doors and Ducote went in 
and took the stuff. We threw it in the car and drove away" I 
felt at the time the local police and. the FBI were looking 
the other w ay but now they all disclaim this. " _ 

scnerflng said he did his work during an "era of vio- 
lence" and is quite sure it did some good. 

"We set back the Chavez attempts to control agricul- 
ture which represented quite a communist threat to control 
this country's food production. It was a public-spirited 
thing. You have to remember the attitude of the 60's with 
peace riots and bombings and demonstrations. 

Ducote was rounded up rather quickly when the legal 
noose began to tighten. Scherling was not linked with him 
until Ducotd confessed to eight counts of fraud in an unre- 
lated case in 1973, confessed about the Ws break ins and 
.mentione d Scherling's name. On Feb. 3 Scherling was ar-
